Accordingly", the Court finds 
good cause to exclude time under 18 U.S. C. § 3161 and finds that 
the ends of justice served by granting the continuance outweigh the 
best interests of the public and the Defendant in a speedy trial, 
pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 3161(h)(8)(A). 

The Court specifically finds good cause to exclude the time 
from February 15,, 2006 to March 17, 2006 based on the
